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Anyone  who  asks  for  tliis  volume,  to 
read,  collate,  or  copy  from  it,  and  who 
appropriates  it  to  himself  or  herself,  or 
cuts  anything  out  of  it,  should  realize 
that  (s)he  will  have  to  give  answer  before 
God’s  awesome  tribunal  as  if  (s)he  had 
robbed  a  sanctuary.  Let  such  a  person  be 
held  anathema  and  receive  no  forgiveness 
undl  the  book  is  returned.  So  be  it, 
Amen!  And  anyone  who  removes  these 
anathemas,  digitally  or  otherwise,  shall 
himself  receive  them  in  double. 
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PREFACE 


Liturgy  is  explained  today  as  'the  celebration  of  one's 
own  Christian  existence'.  Qurbana'.  'the  Eucharist',  Sacra¬ 
ments,  Sacramentals,  Liturgy  of  the  Hours,  Liturgical 
Year,  are  all  such  celebrations  of  Christian  existence,  but 
each  one  in  its  own  style.  The  Church  or  believing  com¬ 
munity  takes  its  origin  from  a  total  commitment  of  a 
particular  group  of  people  to  the  Christ-experience  awa¬ 
kened  in  it  through  the  first  testimony  or  witnessing  of  an 
Apostle.  This  original  experience  is  to  be  repeatedly  awa¬ 
kened  in  order  that  this  community  may  grow  to  its  matu¬ 
rity  and  fulness,  and  share  it  to  the  posterity.  Each  indi¬ 
vidual  Church  has  to  make  arrangements  for  such  a  per¬ 
fect  experience  of  the  risen  Lord.  In  fact,  every  Church 
has  done  it  from  the  very  beginning.  The  Church  in  India, 
together  with  all  other  "Thomite"  Churches,  namely,  the 
East-Syriac  liturgical  tradition  as  a  whole,  has  done  it  in 
her  magnificent  system  of  Liturgical  Cycle. 

The  Passion  Week  (Holy  Week  or  Great  Week)  culmi¬ 
nating  in  Easter  celebration  is  considered  to  be  the 
fulchrum  or  balancing  centre  of  the  whole  liturgical  year 
by  all  traditions.  Hence  the  true  identity  of  the  Church  is 
vividly  expressed  in  this  week's  liturgical  celebrations. 
Every  Church  takes  maximum  pains  to  have  an  authentic 
and  detailed  celebration  of  the  Mysteries  in  this  week; 


and  in  fact  almost  all  Churches  have  succeeded  in  making 
arrangement  for  that. 

The  situation  of  the  Syro- Malabar  Church,  however, 
is  far  behind  the  desired.  The  rituals  in  the  vernacular, 
temporarily  drafted  for  this  week's  celebration,  are  very 
poor  in  their  fidelity  to  the  sources,  besides  being  highly 
latinized. 

The  sources  are  traced  in  the  work  of  Paul  BEDJAN, 
B reviarium  juxta  Ritum  Syrorum  Orientalium  id  est 
Chaldaeorum,  Vol.  II,  Romae  1938,  pp.  314-415,  which 
is  published  by  the  Congregation  for  Oriental  Churches  as 
the  approved  text  of  the  Liturgy  of  the  Hours,  both  for 
the  Catholic  Chaldeans  and  the  Syro-Malabarians.  It  is 
in  Chaldaic  or  East  Syriac  language  and  contains  also  the 
proper  for  every  day's  Eucharistic  celebration. 

Since  most  of  the  clergy  and  almost  all  of  the  laity 
have  no  training  in  this  their  hierarchic  language,  they  are 
helpless  to  judge  the  authenticity  of  the  vernacular  cele¬ 
brations.  This  English  translation  of  the  sources,  I  hope, 
will  enable  them  and  others  who  are  not  familiar  with  the 
Syriac  language  to  reach  the  authentic  sources  of  this 
ecclesial  heritage  which  was  formed  outside  the  Roman 
boundaries  during  the  apostolic  and  post-apostolic  period. 

Moreover,  now,  when  the  Syro-Malabar  Church  is 
trying  to  restore  and  renew  her  authentic  liturgical  heritage, 
either  lost  or  mutilated  during  the  colonial  and  imperialistic 
period,  this  translation  can  be  a  real  help. 


The  present  work  is  almost  a  literal  translation  of  the 
source  mentioned  above.  The  biblical  references  are 
newly  added,  and  they  are  according  to  the  Psitta'  version 
of  the  Bible,  which  is  a  unique  achievement  of  Syriac 
Christianity.  Normally  they  use  this  version  of  the  Bible 
alone  for  liturgical  purposes. 

The  whole  work  is  arranged  in  eight  Roman  numbers, 
each  number  referring  to  each  days  celebration  beginning 
from  ‘Osa'na'  Sunday.  Thus,  "Rfr.  IV  nn.  20-22"  requests 
the  reader  to  refer  to  the  liturgical  celebration  of  Wednes¬ 
day,  numbers  20-22. 

In  number  IX,  I  have  tried  to  give  possible  re-arrange¬ 
ment  for  the  principal  celebrations  of  the  Passion  Week.

That  may  help,  I  hope,  the  authorities  concerned  for  a 
proper  renewal  of  the  Syro-Malabar  Church's  Passion 
Week  Liturgy. 

I  cannot  but  specially  mention  three  important  persons 
who  have  helped  me  in  a  singular  way  for  finishing  this 
work.  The  late  Rev.  Dr.  Placid  J.  Podipara  CMI,  who  is 
verily  qualified  as  the  greatest  ecclesiastical  luminary  of 
the  Syro-Malabar  Church  in  the  twentieth  century,  and 
Rev.  Fr.  Amatus  CMI,  both  my  teachers  and  guides,  have 
spared  much  of  their  time  for  finishing  the  translation 
work.  Rev.  Dr.  Theophane  Kanjooparambil  CMI,  also  my 
teacher  and  guide,  has  spent  sufficient  time  to  go  through 
the  manuscript,  even  word  for  word,  for  correcting  the 
language.  My  indebtedness  to  them  is  beyond  words.  I 
really  owe  them  very  much,  while,  at  the  same  time,  they 


owe  no  apology  for  the  shortcomings  in  this  work,  which 
are  wholly  reflecting  my  inabilities. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  many  of  my  friends  and  students 
for  publishing  this  work.  Expressing  my  most  sincere 
thanks  to  them  all,  especially  to  James  Pampara  cmi  for

The  Hebrew  children  were  burning  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
and  were  scolding  the  foolishness  of  their  fathers  and 
through  the  songs  of  their  tongues  by  calling  out,  blessed 
is  the  son  of  David,  they  were  making  the  heaven  wonder; 
the  multitudes  who  heard  the  voice  of  the  children 
were  jealous  and  were  highly  excited;  and  our  Lord 
looked  at  them  angrily  and  scolded  them  saying:  if 
these  were  to  keep  silence,  the  stones  will  cry  out,  0 
foolish  Jewish  people. 

They  saw  and  wondered;  they  were  moved  and  trembling 
took  hold  of  them: 

The  Hebrew  children  saw  Christ  sitting  on  the  colt  of 
an  ass  and  riding  along  the  streets  of  Juda  with  his 
disciples;  and  he  was  expounding  before  them  the 
hidden  mysteries;  and  then  the  children  understood  him, 
and  they  began  to  call  out  new  things,  crying  like 
thunder  and  sounding  like  trumpets;  and  they  were 
making  the  heavenly  ones  wonder  and  the  earthly  ones 
rejoice  and  the  heads  of  Judaism  and  heathenism  bow 
down  their  heads ;  and  they  were  scolding  their  fathers 
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who  were  caluminating  the  glorious  Light  that  shone 
forth. 

Rejoice  and  sing  and  glorify: 

Exult  0  Jerusalem,  with  the  daughters  of  Sion.  The 
Prophet  Zacharias  prophesied  and  said:  behold,  the  King 
of  kings  comes  and  gladens  your  children  and  angels 
and  men  adore  him  with  fear  and  love.  His  chariot 
is  above  in  heaven  and  its  fiery  wheels  are  turned  by 
choirs  of  spirits;  its  rider  is  below  on  earth,  on  a  humble 
colt;  the  sanctifiers  of  his  Godhead  call  out  always, 
"holy,  holy";  and  the  glorifiers  of  his  humanity  call  out 
and  say,  ' Osa'na ',  because  he  has  spoken  peace  with 
his  people  and  he  redeems  all  by  his  humility.  Let 
there  be  praise  to  him. 

You  all  the  servants  of  God; 

All  you  gentiles,  see  in  us  the  Light  of  God  who  reigns, 
is  hidden  and  calls  all  towards  him.  His  Church  on 
earth  is  sound  and  is  not  conquered  by  the  persecutors, 
and  his  congregations  shine  like  rays  of  the  great  sun 
and  they  will  fly  above  in  air  on  the  day  of  the  mani¬ 
festation  of  Christ  the  King  with  whom  they  inherit  the 
glory  above.  Therefore  flee  from  the  errors  of  sinners 
and  implore  our  King,  full  of  mercy,  so  that  when  his 
glory  shines  on  earth,  you  may  enter  his  kingdom. 

Forgive  and  save  us  from  our  sins  because  of  your  Name: 

0  Lord,  forgive  your  people  whom  you  have  elected 
and  bless  your  inheritance  through  your  manifestation, 
and  with  great  riches  which  do  not  fade  away.  The 
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gentiles  on  earth  infuriate  your  splendid  light  by  their 
deeds  and  all  the  heathens  do  evil  although  they  are 
prosperous  with  your  treasures,  and  the  infidels  attribute 
your  holy  Name  to  creatures;  0  Lord,  through  the  per¬ 
manent  happiness  that  is  in  your  Church  and  through 
your  just  judgement  over  the  gentiles,  show  that  you 
are  the  only  One  (God),  so  that  we  may  always  see 
your  glory  and  adore  your  Lordship. 

This  is  the  day  the  Lord  has  made: 

On  this  day  our  Lord  willed  to  enter  the  city  of  Jerusalem 
in  order  to  fulfil  everything  that  was  written.  All  the 
multitudes  took  up  olive  branches  and  went  out  to  meet 
him:  they  were  also  spreading  their  vestments  on  the 
way  before  him,  because  they  knew  him  that  he  is  Jesus 
our  Lord,  whom  the  Seraphims  sanctify  incessantly ;  and 
they  cried  out  to  him,  ' Osa'na '  in  the  heights,  blessed 
is  your  coming  to  us,  0  our  Redeemer,  have  mercy  on 
us,  0  Lord  full  of  mercy. 

Because,  in  the  beginning  of  the  books  it  is  written 
about  me: 

Christ  our  King,  who  taught  us  that  he  is  coming  to  redeem 
all  gentiles  and  put  it  into  action,  confirmed  the  writings. 
He  appeared  from  the  house  of  David  as  it  was  spoken 
by  the  announcers ;  and  since  he  saw  the  pride  we  had 
put  on  through  all  generations,  he  humbled  us;  he  hid  his 
glory  and  condescended;  he  rode  upon  a  colt  and  entered 
Jerusalem  and  stirred  the  children  with  unparalleled 
wonder  in  order  to  cry  out  to  him,  ' Osa'na '  in  the  heights, 
blessed  is  the  king  who  has  come  to  free  all  through 
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his  grace.  It  is  fitting  to  confess  and  adore  him  that 
he  may  make  us  worthy  of  his  kingdom. 

Coming  does  he  come  with  joy: 

Christ  who  came  and  fulfilled  the  mysteries  and  perfected 
in  his  own  person  the  first  types  which  they  had  preached 
about  him  who  is  to  come.  He  was  riding  on  a  humble 
colt  to  signify  the  type  of  his  humility.  And  all  the 
multitudes  flowed  out  to  honour  the  king  who  came 
because  they  saw  that  he  had  resuscitated  his  friends 
from  among  the  dead,  and  all  the  children  praised  him 
much  and  cried  out  to  him,  ' Osa'na '  in  the  heights, 
blessed  is  your  coming,  0  King  who  shone  from  David; 
and  let  us  confess  you  who  has  given  life  to  our  mortality 
by  your  coming. 

Then  he  spoke  with  his  saints  in  visions: 

All  the  prophets  in  the  land  of  Juda  announced  about 
your  coming,  (i.e.),  You  will  be  manifested  with  great 
glory  before  all  men,  and  all  the  miracles  which  were 
worked  out  through  your  hands,  and  the  Apostles  who 
were  selected  by  your  Lordship  as  witnesses,  who  prea¬ 
ched  and  taught  the  new  Gospel  in  all  places,  and 
magnified,  honoured  and  praised  your  Name  through  the 
great  power  of  the  Paraclete,  who  descended  and  per¬ 
fected  them  in  the  upper  chamber.  Behold  all  the 
Churches  sing  to  you  praise,  0  Lord. 

This  is  the  day  the  Lord  has  made: 

New  things  happened  on  this  day  through  the  children 
who  were  crying  out  'Osa’na'  to  the  Son  of  the  King, 
whose  crown  and  glory  do  not  pass  away  and  whose 
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powers  were  hidden  to  the  heavenly  multitudes.  And 
the  Hebrew  children  praised  him  openly  by  their  'Osa'na  ; 
and  they  were  scolding  their  fathers  who  denied  praise 
to  Him  who  is  the  holiest  of  all,  so  that  they  may  not 
have  any  excuse.  0  holy  Church,  you  are  blessed  because 
you  celebrate  his  entrance  with  praise;  and  with  the 
(Hebrew)  children  your  little  ones  will  (also)  cry  out 
praise  to  the  Son  of  David. 

Give  glory  to  God: 

The  multitudes  redeemed  by  the  Cross  confess  You,  0 
Lord,  and  with  olive  branches  praise  you  and  cry  out 
to  you  ' Osa'na  in  the  heights,  because  you  have  turned 
them  away  from  the  captivity  of  Satans  and  have  forgiven 
their  debts;  You  have  washed  and  cleansed  them  through 
your  baptism  from  the  stinking  smell.  And  you  have 
prepared  their  seats  in  the  Church  which  loves  you,  and 
nourished  them  with  your  body  and  blood,  the  immortal 
food,  and  promised  them  the  kingdom  above,  the  place 
which  is  not  hand-made,  so  that  they  may  shine  there 
at  your  right  hand  with  happiness  that  does  not  pass 
away. 

You  have  brought  the  vine  out  of  Egypt: 

In  Nisan  the  month  of  flowers  and  lovely  fruits,  the  con¬ 
gregation  started  from  Egypt;  and  a  bride-chamber  was 
erected  in  the  wilderness  and  tables  of  manna  were 
served  before  her  and  she  drank  water  from  barren  rock; 
still  she  denied  her  God  and  adored  a  calf;  she  exchanged 
the  glory  of  her  Lord  for  idols;  and  he  rejected  and 
cast  her  away  from  his  inheritance  and  in  place  of  her, 
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he  espoused  a  bride  from  the  gentiles  to  his  beloved 
Son;  and  behold,  daily  she  renders  glory  to  the  one 
who  summoned  her  to  the  bridal  chamber  of  his  kingdom. 
You  are  holy,  0  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Spirit,  the  in¬ 
comprehensible  nature. 

On  account  of  your  grace  and  your  justice: 

O  Jesus,  our  Redeemer,  the  true  Church  adores  you; 
and  she  starts  with  y Osa'na '  to  your  reception  when  you 
are  prepared  for  Passion;  and  you  have  suffered  death 
of  the  Cross  for  her,  to  redeem  her  from  error;  and  because 
she  loved  you  and  adored  your  Cross  which  caused 
her  redemption,  you  brought  under  her  feet  the  power 
of  the  oppressor;  and  Sion,  which  exchanged  you  for 
the  robber,  perished  for  ever;  and  behold,  on  account 
of  this  we  shout,  glory  to  you  Christ,  full  of  mercy,  who 
by  your  Cross  liberated  her  from  error,  have  mercy  upon 
her. 

And  I  will  speak  parables  from  the  beginning: 

In  the  beautiful  symbol  of  your  coming,  0  Christ  the  King, 
our  Redeemer,  you  have  accomplished  your  entry  to 
Jerusalem,  preparing  hope  for  your  holy  ones;  the  res¬ 
urrection  of  your  friend  Lazar,  and  the  diseases  which 
you  healed  in  the  temple,  are  beautiful  and  lovely  images 
of  the  perfection  which  is  expected ;  the  clothes  which 
the  Hebrews  spread  are  the  glory  which  the  just  put  on 
and  the  branches  which  they  carried  in  their  hands  are 
labours  of  those  who  are  diligent  and  the  new  praise 
which  the  children  and  multitudes  were  shouting  together 
contained  the  mystery  cf  glory  by  which  you  will  be 
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celebrated  in  your  coming  with  the  spiritual  and  bodily 
beings  on  the  great  day  of  Resurrection.  By  humbling 
yourself  and  sitting  on  a  colt  you  showed  that  you  will 
make  them,  who  were  diligent  in  the  burden  of  the 
works  for  truth,  enter  into  the  luminous  clouds;  0  Christ, 
who  honoured  our  nature,  make  us  worthy  to  the  bridal 
chamber  of  your  kingdom. 

Come,  let  us  exult  and  rejoice  in  him: 

On  the  glorious  feast  of  the  Entry  of  Christ  the  King  to  the 
city  of  Jerusalem,  the  multitudes  that  assembled  to  cele¬ 
brate  the  feast,  flowed  and  went  out  for  his  reception. 
Some  of  them  were  carrying  the  branches  of  beautiful 
olives  and  palm  trees;  and  some  of  them  were  spreading 
cloth  before  the  colt  of  Jesus  our  King  ;  and  all  together 
were  shouting,  'Osa'na'  to  the  Son  of  David,  blessed  is 
he  who  came  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  to  redeem  the  people 
of  Israel,  and  fulfilled  the  words  of  the  prophets,  of  Jacob 
the  old,  and  of  Zacharias.  And  he  rode  upon  a  humble 
colt  and  humbled  the  pride  of  the  erring  ones;  Come, 
therefore,  we  also  are  the  multitudes  redeemed  by  the 
Cross;  let  us  carry  our  labours  instead  of  branches  and 
start  for  his  reception  with  the  multitude  and  shout  glory 
with  the  children  that  we  may  be  worthy  to  the  feast  of 
his  entry  into  the  heavenly  Jerusalem.  (If  needed,  Qa/a 
16  in  BEDJAN  II,  p.  126f.  and  the  hymn  for  the  departed, 
Ibid.,  p.  214,  last  Suhlapa  are  added  here) 

Glory  be  to  the  Father  and  to  the  Son  and  to  the  Holy 
Spirit : 

The  young  and  the  children  glorified  you,  0  our  Redee¬ 
mer,  at  your  glorious  entry  to  the  city  of  Jerusalem.  You 
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were  celebrated  by  the  multitudes  in  honour  with  olive 
branches  because  you  appeared  for  the  brilliant  salvation 
of  your  creation  and  you  were  sent  to  all  those  who  repent 
and  are  to  be  redeemed.  0  Lord,  you  appeared  to  the 
Jews  who  crucified  you  and  ridiculed  you ;  and  behold, 
they  are  ashamed  of  the  glorious  apparition  of  your 
coming ;  and  we  who  understand  that  you  are  the  Son  of 
David,  adore  your  Lordship,  shouting  ' Osa'na '  in  the 
heights,  praise  to  you. 

From  eternity  to  eternity.  Amen  and  amen: 

On  the  day  of  the  entry  of  Christ  the  King  to  Jerusalem, 
the  heavenly  choirs  and  terrestrial  multitude  stood  in  won- 
der  because  they  saw  a  new  thing  which  was  brought 
wrought  among  the  terrestrial  beings.  The  priests  won¬ 
dered,  the  scribes  were  amazed  and  the  pharisees  were 
shaken,  for  they  heard  the  children  shouting,  blessed  is 
the  Son  of  David.  They  were  filled  with  envy  and  were 
asking,  who  is  this?  The  children  replied  and  rebuked 
them  saying,  this  is  Jesus  about  whom  all  the  prophets 
gave  witness,  namely,  Moses  the  elect  called  him  Great 
in  his  writings,  and  David  called  him  the  Lord,  sitting  at 
the  right  hand  (of  the  Father) ;  and  Isaiah  called  him  the 
Child,  the  Son  and  the  Strong  One  of  the  worlds;  this  is 
the  King  from  Bethlehem  whom  Micheah  prophesied ; 
Jeremiah  called  him  as  the  Splendour  which  illumines 
the  entire  universe ;  Ezachiel  indicated  that  he  is  the  One 
who  subdues  the  world  under  his  power;  Daniel  shouted, 
he  is  the  One  who  is  worthy  of  all  holiness  in  the  Holy  of 
Holies;  (See)  that  he  came  and  fulfilled  all  their  revela¬ 
tions  and  prophecies.  Sahlep :  He  rode  upon  a  colt  and 
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entered  Jerusalem  and  gave  power  to  the  suckling  ones 
that  they  might  glorify  him  by  their  praises;  (glory)  to  him 
with  his  Father  and  with  the  Holy  Spirit.

trees  and  were  spreading  before  him;  the  heavenly  ones 
wondered  at  the  songs  of  the  people;  and  they  shouted 
saying,  'Osa'na'  to  you,  0  Son  of  David. 

The  Vigilent  ones  by  their  felicitations  shouted,  ' Osa'na ‘ 
to  you  above,  ‘Osa'na'  to  you  below. 

The  Angels  by  their  praises  shouted,  ' Osa'na '  to  you 
above,  .  .  . 

The  Principalities  flying  shouted,  ‘Osa'na  to  .  .  . 

The  Powers  by  their  praises  shouted,  .  .  . 

The  Cherubims  with  their  felicitations  shouted,  .  .  . 

The  Seraphims  with  their  sanctifications  shouted,  .  .  . 

The  Thrones  with  their  strength  shouted,  .  .  . 

The  Spiritual  ones  with  the  bodily  ones  shouted,  .  .  . 
Because  you  have  honoured  our  race  with  your  great 
power,  .  .  . 

Because  you  have  pardoned  our  sins  through  your 
mercy,  .  .  . 

Blessed  is  Christ  who  lowered  himself  to  our  humanity 
and  showed  mercy  upon  us.

0  my  miserable  soul,  you  haven't  got  the  lamp  of  the 
behaviour  of  virtue.  How  will  you  start  for  the  reception 
of  the  bridegroom?  The  wise  virgins  did  not  give  oil 
to  the  foolish  ones;  they  were  despised  by  their  deeds ; 

Abraham 
did  not  cool  those  who  were  burnt  in  fire  and  the  judge 
did  not  pardon  who  were  without  repentance;  and  on 
account  of  this,  0  my  soul,  take  refuge  in  repentance 
and  say,  l  have  sinned  before  you,  0  Lord ;  show  pity 
and  have  mercy  upon  me.

confused;  and  they  gave  up  error  of  heathenism  and 
adored  the  Cross  and  honoured  it.

All  you  gentiles,  hear  this:  When  the  mysteries  were 
completed  and  perfected  in  the  cenacle,  our  Lord  said  to 
his  disciples:  See  what  I  have  done  to  you;  l  who  am 
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your  Master  and  Lord  have  washed  your  feet;  you  should 
imitate  me;  you  do  as  I  have  taught  you. 

They  saw  and  wondered  and  were  shaken  and  trembling 
took  hold  of  them:  The  congregations  of  angels  wondered 
at  the  aweful  mysteries  that  were  accomplished  in  the 
cenacle  at  Jerusalem  on  this  holy  day;  (namely),  the 
temporary  pasch  that  was  fulfilled  and  the  living  body 
that  was  divided  and  the  feet  of  the  disciples  that  were 
washed  by  the  Lord  of  glory. 

Come,  let  us  praise  the  Lord:  With  a  loud  voice  of  praise 
let  us  all  glorify  Christ  who  humbled  himself  today  and 
washed  the  feet  of  his  disciples  and  gave  us  in  his  love 
this  example  that  we  may  all  administer  it  to  one  another 
and  behold,  we  today  perform  the  mysteries  and  examples 
which  he  has  given  us. 

The  one  who  eats  my  bread  and  in  whom  I  trusted  greatly, 
has  deceived  me:  Our  Lord  broke  bread  and  gave  it  to 
the  vile  disciple  and  Satan  entered  in  him  and  he  became 
a  useless  vessel  and  because  he  did  not  change  his  mind 
and  did  not  remove  the  deceit  from  his  heart,  he  became 
a  stranger  to  his  election  and  was  not  helped  by  his 
blessing. 

To  those  who  are  straight  in  their  heart:  Our  Lord  gave 
to  his  disciples  the  glorious  and  holy  mysteries,  and  he 
broke  his  body  and  divided  it  to  them  and  his  living  blood 
he  gave  them  for  the  remission  of  debts  and  sins  of  the 
entire  world.  Blessed  is  the  one  who,  in  his  mercy, 
came  down  and  redeemed  our  race  from  error. 

Exult  and  sing  and  praise:  0  our  Lord,  make  us  exult  at 
your  pasch  and  make  all  of  us  worthy  to  praise  you; 
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protect  our  congregation  by  your  Cross  and  save  us 
from  all  deceits  and  give  us  the  strength  of  your  grace 
that  we  may  fulfil  the  will  of  your  Majesty ;  and  make  your 
peace  dwell  in  your  Church  until  the  end  of  the  world. 

Because  he  has  worked  a  miracle:  0  Lord,  your  holy 
pasch  has  gladdened  our  congregation  which  was  in 
sorrow;  and  the  devil  who  was  glad  has  suffered  and 
groaned  and  has  become  sorrowful;  0  our  Redeemer, 
glory  to  you  who  by  your  sacrifice  gladdened  us  and 
through  your  humility  has  raised  up  the  humble  state 
of  our  miserable  race. 

He  teaches  the  poor  his  way:  In  this  holy  night,  our  Lord 
commanded  his  disciples,  (saying),  all  of  you  love  one 
another,  as  I  have  loved  you  and  I  give  myself  for  you 
and  suffer  Passion  and  death;  behold,  they  will  hang  me 
on  the  Cross  for  the  redemption  and  the  life  of  all. 

Come,  hear  and  I  will  narrate  to  you:  It  is  not  because  I 
am  weak  that  I  am  judged  by  the  Jews,  but  because  it 
has  pleased  the  Father  to  redeem  his  creation  through  his 
Son ;  and  I  have  come  today  to  have  pity  on  those  who 
repent  and  to  absolve  death  and  sin  and  to  give  life  to  all 
by  my  Resurrection. 

The  Lord  showed  his  salvation:  Our  Lord  marked  in  him¬ 
self  and  showed  how  bitter  his  Passion  was,  and  he, 
keeping  vigil,  with  difficulty  (prayed)  that,  that  hour  might 
pass  away  from  him  if  possible,  and  he  has  admonished 
us  (saying),  be  vigilant  and  pray  that  you  may  not 
enter  into  temptation;  our  Lord  testified  that  his  Passion 
was  bitter,  because  his  sweat  was  changed  into  blood. 
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His  wickedness  will  return  to  his  head:  Judas  became  to 
our  Redeemer  a  deceitful  and  shameless  worker,  and  he 
daringly  attacked  his  master  with  the  wicked  ones  of  his 
company  and  gave  them  a  sign,  saying,  arrest  him  whom 
I  kiss;  he  was  deprived  of  grace  and  became  a  heir  of 
death  by  hanging.

Wake  up  the  sons  of  blessings  Sem  and  Yauth,  full  of 
modesty,  who  covered  the  nakedness  of  their  father, 
when  he  fell  asleep,  ( Gen  9,  23)  come  and  see  the 
brilliant  sun  and  the  beautiful  lamp  the  moon,  putting  on 
sorrowful  darkness  lest  their  rebuked  Lord  should  be  seen 
(naked)  (Lk  23,  44-45,  etc.). 

Wake  up  the  priest  Melkisedeck,  who  did  not  offer  flesh 
on  the  altar,  ( Gen  14,  18)  come  and  see  the  Son  today, 
who  gave  his  mysteries  in  bread  and  wine  (Lk  22,  19-20). 

Wake  up  Abraham  and  see  the  Son,  who  appeared  to 
you  in  revelation,  (Gen  15,  If)  hung  on  the  wood  today 
according  to  that  mystery,  which  was  revealed  to  you. 

Wake  up  the  blessed  Isaac,  saved  through  the  lamb  from 
the  tree,  (Gen  22,  11-13)  and  see  that  true  mystery, 
which  was  fulfilled  today  in  your  Lord. 
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Wake  up  Jacob  the  Israel,  who  saw  the  ladder  in  Bethel, 
which  the  angels  were  ascending  for  the  ministry  of 
Emmanuel  (Gen  28,  12ff). 

Wake  up  the  just  Joseph,  who  received  spittle  from  his 
brothers  ( Gen  37,  20f)  and  see  Jesus  the  Redeemer,  who 
received  spittle  from  his  sons. 

Wake  up  the  powerful  Job,  and  see  that  the  Redeemer  is 
revealed  ;  the  one  who  is  revealed  to  you  from  afar  and  of 
whom  you  said  that  he  is  seen  in  the  depth  (Job  38,  If). 

Wake  up  Moses,  the  first  of  the  prophets,  and  see  the 
Lord  of  prophets  who  suffers  from  the  children  of  prophets 
as  the  prophets  have  predicted  (Ex  2,  2f;  4,  11-12). 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  Aron  the  priest  and  see  your  corru¬ 
pted  seed  which  has  become  cockle  instead  of  wheat  in 
your  field  today  (Ex  4,  14f). 

Wake  up  the  strong  Joshua,  who  stopped  the  sun  and 
the  moon  (Josh  10,  12-14)  and  see  that  they  have  put  on 
sorrowful  darkness  at  the  death  of  the  Son. 

Wake  up  Naphthak  who  made  a  sacrifice  of  his  only 
daughter  (Judg  11,  30)  and  see  the  Son  who  offered 
himself  as  a  sacrifice  on  Gagulta'. 

Wake  up  Samuel  the  high  priest,  look  and  see  the  Lord 
of  priests,  whom  the  priests  crucified  as  a  sinner  and 
evil-doer  (1  Sam  3,  19-21). 

Wake  up  David  the  Psalmist,  come  out  today  from  your 
tomb,  take  up  your  guitar  and  harp,  preach  and  say  in 
your  Psalm:  The  people  deprived  of  mercy  nailed  merci¬ 
lessly  the  hands  of  the  Son  who  came  from  above  to 
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redeem  the  Israelites  and  the  gentiles;  they  divided  his 
vestments  among  them  and  put  lots  on  his  garments; 
as  dogs  they,  all  of  them,  surrounded  the  Lion ;  but  he 
did  not  speak  to  them  (Ps  22,  12-21). 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  Solomon,  the  sea  of  wisdom, 
from  the  dust  and  see  the  Lord  of  wisdom  whom  foolish¬ 
ness  derides  (1  Kg  3,  1-4,  34). 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  from  the  dead  the  prophet  who 
vivified  two  dead  man  (1  Kg  17,  21-22)  and  see  the 
clamour  among  the  dead,  because  the  Son  of  the  Living 
One  is  placed  among  the  dead. 

Wake  up  glorious  Isaiah,  look  and  see  the  King  Christ 
being  led  to  slaughter  as  a  sacrifice,  and  his  mouth  is  not 
open  (Is  11,  If;  53,  7). 

Wake  up  Hosea  who  took  adulterous  women,  who  became 
his  wives,  and  see  your  people  forsaken  by  your  Lord, 
because  they  endeavoured  for  his  murder  ( Hos  1,  2ff). 

Wake  up  blessed  Joel  and  see  the  darkness  and  obscurity 
and  the  blood  and  the  smoke  of  clouds,  which  reigned 
in  the  world  today  ( Joel  2,  2ff). 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  the  prophet  Amos,  and  see  the  Son 
of  God  against  whom  the  mob  have  gathered  today,  and 
whom  they  crucified  at  the  order  of  Pilate. 

Wake  up  the  prophet  Abdias,  and  see  the  Salvation  of 
the  Lord,  which  the  Lord  effected  for  the  human  race  on 
the  Jerusalemite  mountain. 

Wake  up  Jonas,  who  for  three  days  was  like  a  dead  one, 
and  show  to  the  Jews  the  resurrection  of  the  third  day 
(Jon  1,  1 7f). 
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Wake  up  Micheas  and  see  the  shepherd  who  came  to 
convert  the  erring  ones,  ( Mic  7,  14)  but  the  Jewish 
people  stood  up  against  him  and  crucified  him  as  a  sinner. 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  the  Alkosite  (Nahum),  look  and 
see  the  living  Son  who  announced  peace  to  the  abject 
and  whom  they  thought  to  be  an  abject  (Nah  1,  15). 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  the  elect  Habaqoq  and  see  the 
temple  of  propitiation,  ( Hab  2,  20)  behold,  it  is  rent 
because  of  the  passion  of  the  Lord  and  the  Holy  Spirit  is 
gone  away  from  it. 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  0  the  blessed  one,  who  judged 
with  the  Lord  ( Hab  1,  4)  and  see  the  wonder  today  that 
the  Judge  is  being  judged. 

Wake  up  Sophonias  and  see  the  Church  that  has  been 
saved  by  the  crucifixion,  and  the  farthest  that  has  become 
the  nearest;  but  the  synagogue  has  been  dispersed. 

Wake  up  the  blessed  Aggeus  who  gave  incitement  regard¬ 
ing  the  building  (Hag  1,  7f)  and  see  that  today  the 
holy  veil  at  the  door  of  the  temple  of  propitiation  is  rent. 

Wake  up  Zacharias  and  see  the  thirty,  the  price  of  our 
Lord  as  fixed  by  them ;  and  they  are  given  to  the  potter 
and  behold,  they  buy  the  field  with  it  (Zech  11,  12f). 

Wake  up  the  elect  Malachias  and  put  to  shame  the  degene¬ 
rate  people  who  crucified  the  Only  Begotten,  and  still  say 
that  they  are  clean. 

Wake  up  the  priest  Jeremiah,  who  was  cast  into  a  pit  of 
clay,  and  see  your  Lord  for  whom  a  tomb  became  the 
bride-chamber  ( Jer  1,1;  38,  6). 
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Wake  up  the  prophet,  the  son  of  Bosse,  and  come  from 
Babylon,  (Ez  1,  3f)  look  and  see  that  the  one  who 
appeared  to  you  on  the  clouds,  is  hung  up  in  body  on 
the  wood. 

Wake  up  the  prophet  Daniel,  look  and  see  the  Emmanuel 
about  whom  Gabriel  told  you,  (Dan  7,  16;  9,  21)  that 
he  is  suffering  from  the  children  of  Israel. 

Wake  up  the  blessed  Zachariah  and  his  beloved  son  the 
Baptist,  ( Lk  1,13)  and  see  that  today  your  Lord  is  made 
a  sacrifice  and  an  offering. 

Wake  up  the  fathers  who  died  with  the  hope  of  resurrec¬ 
tion  and  see  on  the  top  of  Gagulta  the  Lord  of  all 
creatures. 

Wake  up  the  dead  ones  of  old,  come  out  of  your  deep 
tombs  and  see  among  the  accusers  the  one  who  makes 
the  accused,  the  victorious. 

Wake  up  the  dead  ones  who  are  near  by  and  lie  in 
Jerusalem  and  (see)  whether  the  farthest  are  suspected 
and  the  nearest  are  believed. 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  all  the  dead  ones,  look  and  see 
the  Life  that  is  dead;  and  behold,  they  carry  the  Lord  of 
the  living  and  of  the  dead  to  the  place  of  the  dead. 

Wake  up  and  stand  up  from  your  tombs  and  accuse  your 
sons  and  your  brethren  and  your  friends  who  crucified 
their  Lord  and  your  Lord.

Protect  us  from  the  wickedness  of  the  evil  one:  0  our 
Redeemer,  I  have  taken  refuge  in  your  Cross;  protect  me 
by  its  wings  from  the  wicked  one  and  his  army. 

As  a  city  which  is  surrounded  by  a  fortress  (Ps  121,  3): 
O  our  Lord,  let  your  Cross  be  a  weapon  for  us  and  with  it 
we  will  conquer  the  wicked  one  and  all  his  intrigues. 
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Protect  us  as  the  pupil  of  your  eye  (Ps  17,  8):  0  our 
Lord,  protect  your  adorers  by  your  Cross  from  the  intrigues 
of  the  wicked  one,  the  enemy. 

Asa  city  which  is  surrounded  by  a  fortress  (Ps  121,  3): 
0  Lord,  be  a  high  fortress  for  the  Churches,  and  erect  a 
fence  before  us  with  your  strong  justice. 

With  words  of  praise  (Ps  136,  3):  Behold,  the  Church 
resounds  with  holy  voices  and  in  her  they  offer  praise  to 
the  Lord  of  creation. 

They  will  call  out  from  the  top  of  the  mountains  (Ps  42, 
11):  0  Church,  you  are  blessed  because  your  Lord  was 
pleased  with  you,  and  accomplished  in  his  mercy  the  feast 
of  your  dedication. 

Come,  let  us  exult  and  rejoice  in  him  (Ps  117,  24):  This 
is  a  great  feast  of  the  faithful  Church;  let  us  all  together 
honour  it. 

Upto  the  house  of  God:  We  have  come  today  to  the 
dwelling  of  the  Spirit;  in  it  let  us  offer  praise  to  Christ 
who  sanctified  it. 

Exalt  the  Lord  our  God:  0  Lord,  exalt  the  fortress  of  your 
faithful  Church;  0  our  good  God,  (you  are)  in  the 
splendour  of  glory. 

0  God  create  in  me  a  pure  heart  (Ps  51,  10):  0  Christ 
give  us  (the  grace)  that  with  a  pure  heart  and  with  good 
works  we  may  fulfill  your  will. 

0  Lord,  show  us  your  goodness  and  give  us  your  redemp¬ 
tion:  0  Christ,  grant  that  with  confidence  we  may  meet 
you  on  the  day  of  your  glorious  coming. 
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From  the  sweetness  of  the  victory  of  your  right  hand:  0 
Christ,  give  us  forgiveness  by  your  mysteries  and  stren¬ 
gthen  our  minds,  we  who  are  among  those  who  err. 

I  will  exalt  you,  0  Lord  King:  0  Christ,  who  raised  us 
after  our  fall  and  made  us  stand  up,  rebuke  the  wicked 
one  who  agitates  our  camp. 

0  Lord,  you  will  hear  my  voice  in  the  morning  (Ps  5,  3a): 
In  the  morning  all  creatures  adore  the  King  who  dispelled 
darkness  from  them. 

And  in  the  morning  I  will  get  ready  and  shall  be  seen  by 
you  ( Ps  5,  36) :  In  the  morning,  let  us  confess  and  praise 
the  Lord  of  the  morning,  who  is  the  true  light. 

0  God,  praise  is  due  to  you  in  Sion  (Ps  65,  1):  0  our 
Lord,  in  the  morning,  praise  is  due  to  you,  who  has 
illumined  the  whole  world. 

Come,  let  us  bow  down  and  adore  him  (Ps  96,  6):  In 
the  morning,  let  us  confess  and  adore  the  King  Christ, 
who  is  the  peace  of  all  the  creatures. 

0  shepherd  of  Israel  hearken:  0  shepherd  who  handed 
over  himself  for  us,  have  mercy  on  your  people  and  on 
the  flock  of  your  fold. 

0  Lord,  hear  my  supplication;  0  Lord,  receive  my  prayer: 
0  our  Lord,  in  your  mercy,  receive  our  supplication  and 
bless  the  cycle  of  the  year  in  your  grace. 

He  destroys  wars  from  the  boundaries  of  earth:  0  Christ, 
who  redeemed  us  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself,  pacify  the 
Church  which  is  redeemed  by  your  Cross. 
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Turn  to  me  and  have  mercy  on  me;  0  Son  of  God,  who 
was  sacrificed  for  us,  protect  your  Church  in  your  great 
mercy. 

(Now  the  celebrants  and  other  ministers  leave  the  sanct¬ 
uary,  carrying  the  Cross,  Evangalion,  Olive  branches, 
thurible,  lights  etc.  singing  the  following  hymn). 

60.  Surraja'  d-Surta' 

You  stand  up  and  shine  forth,  because  your  light  has 
come  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  shine  upon  you ;  for, 
behold  the  darkness  has  covered  the  earth  and  the  thick 
frost  the  crucifiers ;  and  upon  you  the  Lord  shall  shine 
and  his  honour  shall  be  seen  by  you  (Ps  60,  1-2). 

61.  'Onita' 

0  faithful  Church,  stand  up  and  shine  forth,  because 
your  light  has  come,  said  the  prophet  Isaiah  ;  the  kings  and 
the  powerful  hosts  will  come  to  you  and  will  adore  you 
bowed  to  your  feet;  glory  to  you,  0  our  Lord,  glory  to 
you,  0  Son  of  God,  blessed  is  the  One  who  exalted  his 
spouse. 

62.  Surraja' 

Nations  will  come  to  your  light  and  the  kings  to  the 
light  of  your  revelation ;  raise  your  eyes  to  those  about  you 
and  see  all  coming  together  around  you  ;  your  children  from 
far  shall  come  and  your  daughters  will  grow  in  cradles; 
they  will  see  and  shine  forth  and  rejoice,  and  your  heart 
will  be  enlarged;  for,  the  riches  of  the  sea  will  turn  to 
you ;  and  the  powers  of  nations  shall  come  to  you 
{/s  60,  3-5). 
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63.  'Onita' 

0  Church,  sing  praise  to  Christ  in  the  voice  of  Hosan¬ 
nas  ;  because  he  tasted  death  for  your  children,  and  suffered 
His  Passion,  death  and  the  Cross  for  them,  and  redeemed 

them  from  the  curse;  glory  to  you,  0  our  Lord,  glory  to 
you,  0  Son  of  God,  blessed  is  the  One  who  exalted  the 
holy  Church. 

64.  Surraja' 

And  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  they  saw  that  he  was 
already  dead ;  and  they  did  not  break  his  things;  but  one 
of  the  soldiers  pierced  his  side  with  a  spear  and  at  once 
there  came  out  blood  and  water;  he  who  saw  it  has  borne 
witness  and  his  testimony  is  true  and  he  knows  that  he 
has  said  the  truth  that  you  also  may  believe  ( Jn  1 9,  33-35). 

65.  'Onita' 

At  the  top  of  the  Cross  the  Jews  erected  a  winepress 
and  they  squeezed  out  of  it  wine,  but  they  did  not  taste  it; 
but  the  Church  received  it,  believed  and  confessed  in  his 
Cross  and  her  children  with  her;  behold,  they  sing:  Glory 
to  you,  0  our  Lord,  glory  to  you,  0  Son  of  God,  blessed 
is  the  One  who  mixed  his  blood  for  his  Church. 

66.  Surraja' 

At  the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified,  there  was  a 
garden  and  in  that  garden  a  new  sepulchre  where  until 
then  no-one  had  been  buried,  and  they  placed  Jesus 
there,  because  the  Sabboth  was  to  follow  and  the  sepul¬ 
chre  was  nearby  {Jn  19,  41-42). 

67.  'Onita' 

The  garden  of  Joseph  from  Ramsa  became  a  Paradise, 
because  Jesus  was  placed  in  it;  and  the  spirits  and  the 
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company  of  angels  and  the  seraphim  descended  and 
glorified  the  sepulchre  of  our  Lord :  Praise  be  to  you,  0 
our  Lord,  glory  be  to  you,  0  Son  of  God,  blessed  is  the 
One  who  gladdened  us  by  his  Resurrection. 

68.  Surraja' 

They  cruelly  led  Jesus,  bearing  his  Cross,  to  a  place 
which  is  interpreted  the  skull,  but  in  Hebrew  it  is  called 

Gagulta' ,  the  place  where  they  crucified  Jesus  (Jn  19, 
1 6b-1 8a). 

69.  'Onita' 

His  Cross  upon  his  shoulders  and  the  whole  Jerusalem 
with  him,  crying  for  him  in  groaning:  and  before  the 
crowds,  he  turned  and  said  to  her  in  loud  voice:  Woe  to 
you  and  yours,  the  crucifier  (Jerusalem).  Glory  to  you, 
0  our  Lord,  glory  to  you,  0  Son  of  God,  blessed  is  the 
One  who  redeemed  us  by  his  Cross. 

70.  Surraja' 

And  Jonah  was  in  the  womb  of  the  fish  for  three  days 
and  for  three  nights  (Jon  1,  17bc);  and  Jonah  in  the 
womb  of  the  fish  prayed  before  the  Lord,  his  God,  saying: 
"I  have  called  upon  the  Lord  in  my  afflictions  and  he  has 
answered  me"  (Jon  2,  1-2a);  and  the  Lord  ordered  the 
fish  and  it  disgorged  Jonah  upon  dry  land  (Jon  2,  10). 

71.  'Onita' 

Jonah  the  son  of  Matthew,  through  his  descent  into 
the  abyss  drew  the  symbol  of  our  Lord  and  he  came  out 
without  dying  ;  and  Jesus  rose  up  without  being  corrupted  ; 
and  death  did  not  prevail  over  his  body:  Glory  to  you,  0 
our  Lord,  glory  to  you,  0  Son  of  God,  blessed  is  the  One 
who  gave  back  life  to  all  by  his  Resurrection.

72.  Surraja' 

Seventy  weeks  shall  remain  for  your  people  and  for 
the  holy  city  ( Dan  9,  24a),  and  for  the  coming  of  Christ 
the  King  seven  weeks,  ( Dan  9,  25cd)  and  after  sixty-two 
weeks,  Christ  will  be  killed  and  it  shall  be  no  more;  and 
the  holy  city  will  be  destroyed  with  the  King,  who  is  to 
come  (Dan  9,  26abc). 

73.  'Onita' 

The  Prophet  Daniel  prophesied  in  the  land  of  Babel 
that  Christ  would  come  and  he  would  be  killed,  and 
the  holy  city  of  Jerusalem  would  be  devastated  at  his 
murder;  and  the  Church  rejoices  at  his  Resurrection: 
Glory  be  to  you,  0  our  Lord,  glory  be  to  you,  0  Son  of 
God,  blessed  is  Christ,  the  Lord  of  all. 

(Walking  slowly  down  the  church  with  the  Cross,  Evang- 
alion,  Olive  branches,  thurible  and  lights,  the  procession 
goes  to  the  Bet-Slota'  or  to  the  place  from  which  the 
peace  is  imparted ;  during  the  procession,  they  sing  the 
following  Qa/a). 

74.  The  earth  trembled  and  was  shaken  (Ps  37,  18): 

0  Christ,  when  you  were  hanging  on  the  Cross,  crea¬ 
tion  saw  you  naked  and  trembled ;  and  heaven  put  out  its 
light  of  the  glorious  lamp  of  the  sun,  and  the  temple 
showed  its  sorrow  by  the  veil  being  torn,  and  the  earth 
trembled  because  it  saw  the  audacity  of  the  crucifiers; 
those  who  were  lying  in  the  tombs  wondered  with  great 
amazement  and  rose  up,  offering  praise  to  your  power, 
0  Lord. 
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75.  0  Lord,  I  hope  in  you  and  shall  never  be  confounded: 
0  Jesus,  we  are  not  ashamed  of  your  Cross,  because 

of  the  great  strength  that  is  hidden  in  it;  if  the  heathens 
and  the  Jews  deride  your  preaching,  they  are  nonetheless 
unable  to  destroy  it  at  all;  for,  both  of  them  equally 
announce  your  victory;  behold,  the  Jews  are  dispersed 
and  the  doctrine  of  the  heathens  is  disproved  and  behold, 
they  testify  together  that  your  power  is  great,  0  Lord. 

76.  He  sent  salvation  to  his  people:  A  great  salvation 
came  for  all  peoples,  because  the  Lord  Christ  rose  up 

from  the  dead  ;  0  peoples,  generations  and  tongues,  let  us 
praise  him  with  canticles  and  psalms.  The  error  of  idols 
is  destroyed  throughout  the  whole  creation;  behold, 
faith  and  the  incomprehensible  divinity  are  preached  in 
the  whole  world. 

77.  The  foundations  of  the  mountains  were  shaken  and 
were  torn  asunder:  When  the  wood  of  the  Cross  was 

erected,  0  Lord,  you  shook  the  foundations  of  death  and 
S/ol  gave  out  in  trembling  those  whom  it  had  devoured 
because  of  their  sins.  0  Lord,  your  command  vivified 
them  and  because  of  this,  we  also  praise  you:  0  Christ 
the  King,  have  mercy  on  us. 

78.  All  of  you,  the  servants  of  God:  All  of  you,  who 
have  been  made  worthy  of  the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 

come,  let  us  praise  God  who  loved  us  greatly;  because 
in  his  mercy  he  called  all  of  us  the  children  of  light  and 
designated  us  the  heirs  in  the  kingdom ;  with  faith  and 
charity,  and  with  a  pure  and  holy  heart,  let  us  approach 
him  who,  in  his  mercy,  made  us  worthy  of  the  gift  of 
life  and  of  the  holy  mysteries. 
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79.  All  the  foundations  of  the  earth  were  shaken:  0  our 
Lord  Jesus,  on  the  day  of  your  crucifixion,  all  creation 

stood  trembling  when  it  saw  that  you  were  mocked  at 
by  the  rebellious  servants;  and  by  changing  it  called 
out  to  the  blind  but  rational  ones:  It  is  your  Lord  whom 
you  have  crucified.  The  sun  by  its  darkness,  and  the  earth 
by  its  trembling,  and  the  rocks  by  their  bursting  asunder, 
rebuked  the  erring  ones;  and  as  a  confirmation  of  your 
glorious  Resurrection,  the  bodies  of  the  saints  who  were 
dead  rose  up  and  came  out  rendering  glory  to  your  great 
power,  0  Lord. 

80.  And  our  heart  will  rejoice  in  him:  0  our  Redeemer, 
you  have  exalted  your  victorious  Cross  from  the 

abyss  of  the  earth  ;  for,  wicked  and  deceitful  people  had 
hidden  its  beauty  under  the  earth  and  through  your 
strong  power  you  revealed  it  throughout  the  whole 
world ;  for,  as  soon  as  it  came  out  of  the  earth  its  rays 
were  spread  over  the  creation  and  by  the  corpse  which 
you  brought  back  to  life  the  power  hidden  in  it  was 
demonstrated;  and  behold,  today  the  Churches  celebrate 
its  glorious  Feast. 

81.  We  will  narrate  the  wonders  of  the  Lord:  Who 
is  able  to  narrate  the  great  power  of  the  Cross,  which 

vivified  the  dead  in  the  tombs,  who  (the  dead)  entered 
and  announced  to  creation  the  great  power  of  the  Cross 
of  Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  rebuking  the  Scribes  and 
Pharisees  of  the  deceitful  Jews,  and  (saying):  This  is 
the  victorious  King  who  gained  victory  by  his  Cross. 
And  the  prophets  in  their  prophecies  attributed  wonderful 
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titles  to  him:  David  called  him,  the  wonderful  Child, 
and  Isaiah,  the  mighty  One  of  the  world  ;  the  Archangel 
Gabriel  announced  him  as  the  Son  of  the  Most  High ; 
the  man  from  Tharsus  proclaimed  him  as  Christ,  God 
above  all;  and  Abraham,  the  father  of  the  nations,  saw 
his  immolation  in  the  sacrifice  of  his  son  ;  and  (now)  he 
raised  us  up  from  the  tomb  to  be  witnesses  of  his  Res¬ 
urrection.  Blessed  is  Christ  who  by  his  Cross  washed 
away  the  sins  of  the  world. 

82.  And  all  those  who  hope  in  you  also  will  not  be 
ashamed:  The  thief  at  the  right  hand  cried  out:  0 

Jesus,  I  am  not  ashamed  of  your  Cross;  0  Lord,  if  my  sins 
had  bound  me  up  because  of  the  multitude  of  my  iniquities, 
it  is  because  of  jealousy  that  the  audacious  ones  crucified 
you,  the  abounding  sea  of  mercies;  0  our  Lord,  I  ask 
you  not  to  remember  me  in  my  sins,  and  as  I  have  suffered 
with  you  on  the  cross,  let  me  be  with  you  in  your  kingdom; 
be  kind  to  me,  0  Lord,  in  your  goodness  and  have  mercy 
on  me. 

83.  He  fells  the  one  and  raises  the  other:  Two  thieves 
were  crucified  with  the  One  heavenly  treasure.  The 

one  who  was  at  the  right  hand  did  not  desist  from  stealing, 
and  by  the  last  stealing,  he  seized  the  Paradise  by  crying 
and  beseeching:  Remember  me,  0  Lord  and  my  Redeemer, 
the  Forgiver  of  debts,  when  you  will  come  in  the  great 
glory  of  your  angels,  because  0  Lord,  I  confess  that  you 
are  God;  but  those  wicked  ones  were  crying  out:  crucify 
him,  crucify  him.  0  the  longanimous  One,  have  mercy 


on  me. 
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84.  I  will  exalt  you,  0  my  Lord  the  King:  0  our  Lord 
Jesus,  your  death  has  been  the  beginning  of  a  new 

life  to  us,  and  through  Baptism  in  you,  we  have  received 
the  pledge  of  the  coming  life  ( Jn  6,  37,  44-54),  which  is 
for  us  (a  participation)  in  your  Resurrection  from  the  dead ; 
and  0  our  Lord,  with  the  joy  of  feast  we  praise  your  Name, 
because  you  destroyed  error  and  took  away  the  sin  of  the 
world  and  the  capital  punishment  of  the  judgement  of 
Adam,  and  you  brought  him  back  to  eternal  life. 

85.  And  in  him  our  hearts  will  rejoice:  0  our  Redeemer, 
through  your  holy  Cross  the  angels  and  men  have 

become  one  fold  and  one  holy  Church;  behold,  the 
heavenly  and  earthly  ones  rejoice,  and  behold,  all  creatures 
cry  out:  Lord  of  all,  praise  be  to  you  (Eph  3,  9-10; 
Co/  1,  19-20). 

86.  This  world  and  all  its  inhabitants:  0  our  Redeemer, 
through  your  holy  Cross  you  united  the  spiritual  and 

bodily  ones  into  one  creation;  and  through  your  living 
blood  shed  on  it,  the  heavenly  ones  together  with  the 
earthly  ones  were  set  free,  and  the  tyrannical  death 
was  overcome  by  it:  Lord  of  all,  praise  be  to  you. 

87.  Take  courage  and  your  heart  will  be  strengthened: 
O  children  of  Adam,  formed  from  the  dust,  take 

courage,  because  Christ  the  King  has  brought  about  your 
redemption  by  his  Cross.  Through  the  miracles  of  his 
command  the  earth  trembled  with  great  quakes:  the  sun 
darkened  its  light  and  hid  the  brightness  of  its  rays; 
the  atmosphere  assumed  a  garment  of  sorrow;  the  moon 
was  changed  into  blood;  the  garment  of  glory  of  the 
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holy  temple  was  torn;  his  command  split  the  rocks; 
the  hard  stones  were  broken ;  the  door  of  the  tombs 
were  opened;  the  subjugated  ones  broke  their  yokes 
into  pieces;  death  was  destroyed,  the  dead  lived  and 
came  out;  the  doors  of  Siol  were  worn  out  and  its  wall 
fell,  and  Adam  returned  to  his  place. 

88.  And  our  heart  will  rejoice  in  him:  0  Lord,  your 
great  power  is  hidden  in  your  Cross;  because  of 

this  we  are  not  ashamed  of  it.  It  sweetens  those  who 
believe  in  it  with  true  life;  for,  it  gives  us  here,  the 
pledge  of  life,  and  in  heaven  it  allows  us  to  inherit 
the  adoption  of  sonship;  and  confidently  we  set  the 
Cross  and  its  power  against  the  heathens  and  the  Jews; 
shame  upon  the  mad  jewish  people  and  disgrace  to  the 
heathens,  the  adorers  of  creation ;  but  we  who  confess 
you  in  truth,  we  believe  and  adore  your  precious  Cross, 
in  which  0  our  Lord,  you  were  revealed  to  us  in  your 
power  and  in  your  incomprehensible  wisdom;  who  can 
narrate  the  miracles  of  your  Cross,  0  Lord  of  all,  praise 
be  to  you. 

89.  Come,  let  us  bow  down  and  adore  him  ( Ps  95,  6): 
We  adore  the  living  sign  of  your  Cross,  0  the  Son  of 

the  King,  who  came  for  our  redemption;  by  it  you  cond¬ 
emned  the  deceitful  Jews ;  by  it  you  humbled  the  heathens ; 
by  it  you  raised  the  horn  of  all  the  Churches  by  it  you  killed 
destructive  death  and  vivified  all  who  had  been  dead 
from  the  beginning ;  by  it  you  estranged  men  from  error; 
by  it  you  gave  redemption  to  all  nations;  and  by  it  the 
odour  of  all  creatures  which  were  defiled  by  the  smoke 
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of  impure  sacrifices,  and  were  oppressed  by  the  severe 
slavery  of  devils,  (were  restored).  And  now  they  are 
freed  from  error,  and  all  of  them  adore  and  respect  the 
honour  of  your  majesty:  Lord  of  all,  praise  be  to  you. 

90.  This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord  has  made:  Behold, 
the  feast  of  the  Cross  is  today  exalted  in  the  four 

quarters  of  creation ;  it  had  been  buried  by  the  wickedness 
of  the  crucifiers,  lest  they  should  see  the  signs  wrought 
by  it,  and  lest  their  feasts  should  be  destroyed  by  it; 
but  as  soon  as  it  rose  up  from  the  earth  its  rays  were 
spread  over  creation  and  it  illumined  the  entire  world  and 
it  dispelled  the  darkness  from  the  earth,  and  it  destroyed 
wars,  quarrels  and  litigations  within  it,  and  it  scattered 
idols  and  conquered  the  audacious  devils,  and  established 
peace  on  high  and  below,  and  gladdened  the  heavenly 
and  earthly  ones  on  the  day  of  its  discovery:  0  the 
One  most  adorable,  for  ever. 

91.  You  are  blessed  and  bliss  to  your  soul:  Blessed 
are  you,  0  the  thief  on  the  right  side,  because  you 

confessed  in  the  living  Son  of  God;  it  is  he  who  promised 
you  unending  happiness  and  the  kingdom  which  will 
not  pass  away  nor  will  be  dissolved ;  for,  when  he  appears 
in  the  great  glory  of  his  angels,  he  will  gladden  you 
at  his  right  hand;  and  we  who  take  refuge  in  his  Cross, 
adore  and  honour  it,  that  it  may  be  to  us  a  high  fortress 
and  a  place  of  refuge  and  the  protector  of  our  lives 
and  the  helper  of  our  souls,  and  that  its  right  hand 
may  overshadow  our  gathering,  and  that  it  may  shower 
its  mercies  and  compassion  on  the  souls  of  its  adorers; 
for,  behold  their  look  is  turned  towards  it. 
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92.  Suhlapa 

Do  not  turn  away  your  face  from  us:  0  Christ,  do 
not  turn  away  from  us,  nor  stand  away  from  your  adorers; 
for,  it  is  in  you,  O  Lord,  we  take  refuge.  Lead  us  along 
the  way  of  life  that  we  may  all  sing  praise  to  you,  0 
Lord. 

Hearken  to  my  words  and  receive  them:  ( Ps  141,1): 
0  Christ,  receive  our  supplication,  and  in  your  mercy 
give  us  what  we  ask  for;  for,  you  are  our  help.  Heal 
our  stains  in  your  goodness,  and  dress  our  wounds 
with  the  medicine  of  your  mercy  and  have  mercy  on  us. 

0  Lord,  I  have  called  upon  you  everyday:  0  Christ,  we 
call  upon  you  and  ask  for  mercy  from  you,  0  our  Lord. 
Receive  our  supplication  and  protect  your  servants  in 
your  goodness,  for,  we  hope  in  you  and  ask  forgiveness 
of  our  debts  and  sins. 

0  Lord,  show  us  your  goodness  and  give  us  your 
redemption:  0  Christ,  from  your  treasure  give  us  all  that 
we  ask  for,  as  you  know  what  is  useful  to  us,  because 
you  are  our  help,  and  all  our  deeds  are  manifest 
before  you:  0  our  Lord,  have  mercy  on  us. 

The  hope  of  all  the  boundaries  of  the  earth:  0  Christ, 
the  hope  of  those  of  his  household,  and  refuge  full  of 
mercy,  forgive  and  pardon  our  injuries  and  heal  the  sores 
of  our  wounds,  and  give  us  strength  to  accomplish  your 
will  all  our  days.

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  RENEWAL 

As  it  is  already  made  clear  in  the  Preface,  the  Passion 
Week  culminating  in  Resurrection  celebration  is  considered 
the  fulchrum  or  balancing  centre  of  the  whole  liturgical 
year  in  all  ecclesial  traditions.  The  various  traditions, 
therefore,  have  arranged  detailed  celebrations  in  this  week 
in  order  to  get  a  comprehensive  experience  of  the  Christ- 
event. 

The  Syro-Malabar  Church  possesses  very  rich  and  well 
arranged  liturgical  celebrations  for  this  week.  The  text 
presented  in  this  book  bears  witness  to  that.  Now  the 
task  is  to  bring  it  to  the  experience  of  the  celebrating 
community  today. 

We  feel  the  necessity  of  a  well  planned  prayer  book 
in  the  vernacular  for  this  occasion.  This  may  contain 
the  following: 

1.  A  weli  prepared  spiritual  orientation  for  the  experi¬ 
ential  celebration  of  the  Passion  Week. 

2.  The  complete  set  of  the  Liturgy  of  the  Hours  for  this 
occasion  in  such  a  way  that  those  who  desire  can 
celebrate  them  even  in  their  houses. 

3.  The  principal  liturgical  celebrations  of  this  week  which 
are  conducted  most  solemnly  in  the  church. 
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What  we  give  here  below  are  only  the  possible  structure 
of  the  principal  liturgical  celebrations  of  this  week. 

SUNDAY  OF  'OSA'NA' 

They  begin  the  celebration  in  a  chapel  or  specially  prepared 
place  outside  the  church.  The  celebrants  and  the  mini¬ 
sters  put  on  their  respective  liturgical  vestments.  The 
palm  leaves  are  distributed  to  the  people  before  beginning 
the  celebration. 

1.  The  Angels'  Hymn,  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  first  S/ota' 
(Oration)  are  according  to  the  order  of  the  Raza 

2.  Marmita':  Rfr.  I  nn.  116-117.  Selected  according 
to  the  need. 

3.  'Onita'  d-Qanke':  Prayer  from  Taksa ‘  c/-Raza'  and 
the  hymn.  In.  118 

4.  Blessing  of  incense  according  to  Taksa'  d-Raza' 

5.  Blessing  of  Palm  leaves:  Rfr.  I  n.  115;  after  the 
prayer  of  blessing  the  celebrant  sprinkles  holy  water 

on  the  palm  leaves  in  the  hands  of  the  people  and  then 
incenses  them. 

6.  Then  the  congregation  moves  in  procession  to  the 
church.  During  the  procession  they  sing  in  two 

choirs  the  hymn,  I  n.  69.  When  not  sufficient,  I  n.  82 
also  is  added. 

7.  When  the  celebrants  reach  the  Bema' ,  the  main  cele¬ 
brant  proclaims  the  S/ota'  (Oration)  before  the  Laku- 

Mara' ,  the  Resurrection  hymn.  As  the  community  begins 
to  sing  it,  the  sanctuary  veil  is  opened  to  proceed  with  the 
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rest  of  the  celebration  according  to  the  Taksa  d-Raza. 
For  the  propers  and  readings,  Rfr.  I  nn.  119-126.  For 
the  first  part  of  the  Karozuta  ,  Rfr.  I  n.  87. 

THURSDAY  OF  PESHA' 

The  celebration  ought  to  be  conducted  towards  the 
evening.  The  order  given  in  VI  nn.  1-22  could  be  very 
well  followed.  The  Hullala '  (n.  2)  may  be  shortened. 
During  the  Karozuta ',  the  Eucharistic  Gifts  are  prepared. 
For  the  first  part  of  the  Karozuta',  Rfr.  VI  n.  59. 

After  the  prayer  of  inclination  (Taksa’  pp.  25-26),  the 
Feet  Washing  is  conducted.  During  the  feet  washing, 
the  community  sings  VI  n.  24.  If  not  sufficient,  VI  nn.  31  + 
37-1-39  also  are  added. 

After  feet  washing,  the  community  starts  'Onita‘  d-Raze' , 
the  Anthem  of  the  Mysteries,  and  with  that  they  follow 
the  order  of  the  Raza  .  On  this  day  they  celebrate  with 
the  third  Quddasa',  i.e.,  the  one  attributed  to  Nestorius. 

FRIDAY  OF  PASSION 

This  celebration  takes  place  in  the  afternoon  around 
3'0  clock.  The  preparation  of  the  place  of  worship  is 
also  important.  The  sanctuary  veil  remains  closed ;  the 
liturgical  rites  are  conducted  in  the  Bema' ;  the  St.  Thomas 
Cross  on  the  table  of  the  Bema '  is  specially  adorned  with 
Kottina'  and  Urara'  or  at  least  with  Urara'.  The  celebrants 
and  the  ministers  in  their  own  proper  liturgical  vestments, 
come  in  procession  from  the  sacristy,  enter  the  Bema ' 
and  make  a  profound  inclination  before  the  Cross.

The  Slota'  before  the  NT  readings  in  the  Raza ' 
is  added.  Before  proclaiming  the  Evangalion  the  incense 
is  blessed  as  usual.  If  the  first  part  of  the  Passion  Narrative 
is  not  proclaimed  in  a  liturgical  assembly,  namely,  in  a 
solemn  celebration  of  the  Le/ja'-Sapra'  in  the  previous 
night  or  early  morning,  it  is  also  added  to  the  Gospel 
reading.  The  Gospel  reading  may  be  distributed  becomingly 
among  the  celebrating  priests.  At  its  conclusion  a  homily 
is  added.  As  there  is  an  elaborate  celebration  of  the  Word 
according  to  the  proposed  structure,  it  is  better  that  the 
homily  be  not  long.  The  word  of  God  is  more  powerful 
and  effective  than  the  words  of  men.  After  homily, 
there  follows  the  characteristic  liturgical  action  of  the 
transferance  of  Jesus'  Body  from  Gagulta'  to  the  Sepulchre. 
The  Archdeacon  or  one  of  the  celebrating  priests  brings 
the  Cross  to  the  main  celebrant,  and  he,  removing  the 
Kottina  and  Urara'  from  it,  covers  it  with  a  clean  white 
shroud.  Then  begins  the  procession  from  the  Bema' 
(Gagulta')  to  the  altar  (sepulchre)  in  the  sanctuary.  One 
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of  the  celebrating  priests  carries  the  Cross  and  another 
one  the  Evanga/ion  book.  The  choir  of  the  ministers 
accompany  them  with  candles  and  censer.  The  com¬ 
munity  participates  in  this  procession  in  perfect  silence. 
After  laying  both  the  Cross  and  the  Evangal/on  on  the 
altar,  the  procession  returns  to  the  Bema'.  The  sanctuary 
remains  open.  For  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  symbolism 
and  significance  of  this  liturgical  action  and  for  those 
that  follow,  one  may  rfr.  my  book.  Resurrection,  Life 
and  Renewal,  Bangalore-Kottayam  1982,  pp.  28-86. 

20  may 
be  abridged  and  if  needed,  new  clauses  may  be

When  one  of  the  choirs  finishes 
the  first  stanza  of  this  hymn,  the  main  celebrant, 

accompanied  by  other  celebrating  priests  and  the  choir 
of  ministers,  goes  up  to  the  sanctuary.  He  removes  the 
white  shroud  from  the  Cross  and  washes  it  symbolically 
using  a  little  water.  Then  he  incenses  the  Cross,  the 
Evangalion,  and  the  altar  itself.  After  that  he  brings  the 
Cross  in  procession  to  the  nave,  where  it  is  kissed  by  all. 
After  kissing  the  Cross,  each  one  tastes  also  from  the 
bitter  drink  prepared  out  of  bitter  herbs  and  the  water 
used  for  washing  the  Cross.  The  community  continues 
to  sing  the  above  mentioned  hymn. 

When  the  kissing  of  the  Cross  is  over,  the  celebrants  and 
other  ministers  make  a  procession  with  the  Holy  Cross, 
just  as  it  is  done  during  the  funerals  of  Bishops.  During 
the  procession  inside  the  church,  only  the  choir  of 
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ministers  moves  with  the  celebrants.  When  it  goes  out, 
the  community  too  moves  with.  The  procession  may 
go  round  the  church  or  the  Cross  in  the  church-yard 
or  even  round  the  city  (town  or  village).  If  needed, 
VI  nn.  31+35  +  36  +  37  +  39+45  +  55+  VII  nn.  68+74  + 
80  are  also  added  to  the  hymn  already  mentioned. 

At  the  end  of  the  procession,  the  Cross  is  brought  to  the 
sanctuary;  the  celebrant  inceses  it,  covers  it  again  with 
the  white  shroud  and  then  buries  it  beneath  or  behind  the 
altar.  If  it  is  not  possible,  he  lays  it  on  the  altar  and 
covers  it  with  Sosepa,  the  chalice  veil,  which  is  the 
symbol  of  tomb-stone  in  this  liturgical  tradition.  Then  ail 
return  to  the  Bema  .

GREAT  SATURDAY 

The  central  celebration  on  Great  Saturday  is  the  Resurrec¬ 
tion  Vigil.  Naturally,  it  is  to  be  conducted  in  the  evening. 
This  celebration  includes  three  distinct  liturgical  units; 
Ramsa '  (the  Evening  Prayer),  Ma'modita  (the  Baptism) 
and  Qurbana'  (the  Eucharist).  It  is  always  desirable  to 
have  some  baptisms  on  this  day.  We  are  giving  here  the 
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structure  of  a  possible  combined  celebration.  The  church 
and  baptistery  are  decorated  becomingly.

VIII  n.  15)  and  the  Surraja'  (VIII  n.  16),  the  baptism  is 
given  according  to  the  baptismal  rituals.  At  its  conclusion, 
all  return  to  the  nave  singing  VIII  n.  20. 
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11.  Rfr.  VIII  n.  24.  With  ' Onita  d-Raze',  the  order  of 
the  Raza'  is  followed.  For  the  Propers  Rfr.  VIII 
nn.  25-30. 

THE  GREAT  SUNDAY  OF  OUR  LORD'S  RESURRECTION 

The  church  is  beautifully  decorated  according  to  customs. 
Arrangements  for  extra  illumination  are  also  foreseen.  The 
Evanga/ion,  The  Gospel  Lectionary'  is  extra  decorated 
and  kept  in  the  proper  place  on  the  altar.  The  Cross  in 
the  church-yard  is  also  extra  decorated  and  illumined  on 
this  day.  Everyone  comes  to  the  Resurrection  celebration 
with  an  unlighted  new  candle.  The  celebration  begins  at 
a  time  nearer  to  day-break.  The  church  is  only  sufficient¬ 
ly  lit  at  the  beginning  of  the  functions.

When 
the  community  begins  the  hymn  Laku-Mara\  the  Sanct¬ 
uary  is  opened ;  the  celebrant  with  all  other  ministers 
goes  up  to  the  Sanctuary  in  procession  and  raises  the 
HOLY  CROSS  out  of  the  sepulchre,  i.  e.,  from  beneath 
the  altar  or  from  the  place  where  it  was  buried  on  Passion 
Friday.  Immediately  all  the  lights  in  the  church  and  out¬ 
side  are  switched  on;  the  candles  and  lamps  in  the 
Sanctuary  and  in  the  hands  of  the  faithful  are  also  lit 
beginning  from  the  Sanctuary  lamp. 
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The  celebrant  enthrones  the  glorious  Cross  on  the  left  side 
of  the  altar  and  incenses  it  together  with  the  Gospel 
Lectionary  solemnly.  The  deacon  then  incenses  the  whole 

Sanctuary,  the  nave  and  the  liturgical  assembly.

They  enthrone  the  Cross  and  the  Evangalion  on 
the  table  in  the  Bema'.  Then  the  celebrant  incenses  them.
